l^iadam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  on  the  public  health  and  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Godstone  in  the  year  1961. 

The  Report  is  drawn  up  generally  in  accordance  v/ith  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  as  indicated  in  Circular  1/62,  and  contains  the 
information  requested  in  the  Public  Health  Officers'  Regulations,  1959* 

There  was  no  noteworthy  epidemiological  event  in  the  Rural  District  in 
1961,  apart  from  the  expected  biennial  prevalence  of  measles  which,  in  fact, 
v/as  less  extensive  than  usual.  Otherwise,  the  case  rates  for  the  various 
notifiable  infectious  diseases  vrere,  on  the  whole,  exceptionally  lovf. 

Special  reference  is  made  to  the  absence  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  the 
continuing  decline  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  and  the  satisfactory 
rates  of  acceptance  of  protective  inoculation  against  the  range  of  infectious 
diseases  for  which  effective  immunising  agents  are  nov/  available. 

The  statistical  particulars  for  the  year  in  most  respects  compare 
favourably  with  those  previously  recorded  in  the  Rural  District,  and  with 
those  for  the  country  as  a v\;'hole.  The  birth  rate  and  death  rate  continue 
at  satisfactory  levels,  and  the  rise  in  mortality  of  nev/-born  infants  is 
largely  offset  by  a sharp  decline  in  the  proportion  registered  as  stillborn. 

Brief  reference  is  made  to  the  measures  taken  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  to  ensure  a satisfactory  standard  of  pirrity  and  quality  of  v/ater, 
milk  and  food  supplies,  sanitary  inspection,  duties  under  the  Factories  Acts, 
scavenging  and  cleansing,  disinfection  and  disinfestation,  supervision  of 
caravans  and  camping  sites  and  other  routine  matters  having  a direct  bearing 
on  environmental  hygiene  and  the  prevention  of  disease  and  ill-health, 

I again  gratefully  acknov;ledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the  support  and  consideration 
they  have  kindly  extended  to  me  throughout  the  year.  My  sincere  thanks  are 

due  also  to  Hr.  A.H.  Sev/ell,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  to  the 
medical  practitioners  in  the  district  for  their  v/illing  assistance  and  close 
co-operation  in  all  measures  directed  to  the  promotion  of  the  public  health.

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The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  resident  population  of  the  Rural 
District  of  God  stone  at  mid-year,  1961,  represents  a population  increment  of  2,030, 
or  5.3  per  cent.,  in  the  preceding  tvelve  months.  The  population  gain  attributable 
to  natural  increase,  i.e.  the  excess  of  live  births  over  total  deaths,  is  much  greater 
than  usual,  while  that  ascribed  to  migration  into  the  area  greatly  exceeds  any  previous 
estimated  increase  under  thao  heodiiig.  The  official  estimate  is  not  greatly  at 
variance  with  the  provisional  population  figure  of  40,068  recorded  at  the  census 
enumeration  on  23rd  April,  1961.  Accordingly,  the  various  statistical  rates  for  the 
year,  which  arc  calculated  on  the  official  estimate,  fairly  reflect  the  morbidity  and 
mortality  actually  experienced  in  the  area. 

The  recorded  birth  rate  of  16.3  per  1,000  of  the  cstiaiatcd  population,  though 
slightly  lo'ver  than  in  1960,  is  well  above  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years  and, 
vfnen  adjusted  in  the  jarc scribed  manner  for  the  purposes  of  comparison,  is  advanced  to 
16.6,  which  comi;ares  '.cith  a rate  of  17.4  for  England  and  u'ales  in  the  same  period. 

The  proportion  of  infants  registered  as  stillborn,  viz.  13.1  x^er  1,000  total 
births,  is  the  lowest  yet  obsejsved  in  the  Rural  District  and  falls  v/ell  belov?  the 
corresponding  rate  of  19.1  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  fifteen  isifants  v/ho  died  in  their  first  year,  of  whom  cloven  failed  to 
survive  for  four  weeks,  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  23.0,  as  compared  with 
18,7  in  1960  and  on  averogc  rate  of  21.5  in  the  preceding  ten  years.  Nine  of  the 

infant  deaths  w'ere  attributed  to  severe  congenital  malformation,  with  or  v/ithout  other 
abnormality,  t’TO  to  prematurity,  'bwo  to  asphyxia  from  inhalation  of  stomach  contents, 
one  to  accidental  suffocation  and  one  to  acute  respiratory  infection.  The  relatively 
high  mortality  from  congenital  malformation  was  not,  so  far  as  is  know'n,  connected 
with  the  administration  of  certain  sedative  drugs  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy. 

It  may  be  noted  that  very  few  infants  died  from  prematurity,  'which  has  been  the 
principal  cause  of  nco-natal  mortality  in  recent  years,. 

The  general  death  rate  of  11.1  is  the  lowest  observed  in  the  Rural  District 
for  nine  years.  'Jhen  adjusted  by  the  application  of  a comparability  factor  to  make 
allowauice  for  differences  in  the  sex  and  ago  groups  constitution  of  the  population  of 
the  Rural  District  as  compared  -vvith  that  of  Englanu  and  '.Tales,  the  rate  is  reduced 
to  10.2,  as  against  a national  death  rato  of  12.0. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  ci'rculation,  including  affections  of  the  blood 
vessels  of  the  brain,  accounted,  as  usual,  for  nearly  one  half  of  the  total  deaths 
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from  oil  causes  and  were,  in  the  main,  of  the  terminal  or*  degenerative  type  occurring 
in  association  with  senility.  Apart  from  modest  decline  in  mortality  from  cardiac 
failure  with  hypertension,  the  relative  nwobers  of  deaths  ascribed  to  different  types 
of  heart  diseases  liave  remained  remarkably  constant  over  a long  period  of  years. 

Iherc  v/cre  82  deaths  from  all  forms  of  c-:,nccr  and  'nalignant  disease,  as 
against  70  in  1960  and  an  average  of  65  'per  annrum  in  the  preceding  ton  years.  The 
increase  in  1961  was  not  attributable  to  significant  rise  in  mortality  from  cancer 
of  any  particular  site  or  organ,  though  deaths  of  females  from  m.alignant  growths 
of  the  breast  and  7/ornb  made  rather  more  than  their  usual  contribution  to  the  general 
death  rate.  The  nrurber  of  fatal  cases  of  lung  cancer  was  the  same  os  in  the 
previous  year  and  rep'resents  a death  rate  (adjusted)  of  0.54-  ^Dcr  1,000  of  the 
estimated  po'pulation,  os  compared  with  0,49  for  the  country  as  a y/hole.  The 
mortality  from  this  cause  has,  ho'.rever,  exhibited  a fairly  definite  and  sustained 
upward  trend  in  the  Rural  District,  as  elsewhere,  in  the  j-^ast  decade.  The 
findings  of  various  surveys  have  established  beyond  reasonable  doubt  that,  Y/-hotaver 
other  factors  may  be  involved,  the  rising  morbidity  and  mortality  from  this  cause 
are  very  closely  re'lated  to  exccssivo  cigarette  smoking. 

Respiratory  diseases  generally,  and  xeneumonia  in  parti oulor,  figured 
much  less  prominently  than  usual  in  the  death  returns,  not’withstanding  the 
occurrence  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  of  a fairly  widespread  outbreak  of 
influenza,  which  is  not  infrequently  complicated  by  rcsidratory  affections.  It 
may  be  noted,  however,  that  influenza  and  othei  acute  infectious  diseases  claimed 
ver^'  few  victims  iji  1961. 

The  number  of  persons  fatally  injured  in  motor  vehicle  accidents  and 
the  namber  of  suicidal  deaths  ivcre  the  same  as  in  1960,  Of  the  16  deaths  from 
other  accidental  causes,  7 resulted  from  injuries  sustained  by  elderly  persons 
in  accidental  falls,  4 from  inhalation  of  stomach  contents,  2 from  asphyxia  and 
the  remainder  from  other  forms  of  accident  or  misadventure. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  no  mortality  was  ascribed  to  pregnancy 
or  child  bearing. 

The  numbers  of  deaths  assigni^d  to  other  specified  causes  are  set  out 
in  Table  III.  They  do  not  differ  greatly  from  those  r.. corded  in  the  Rural 
District  in  recent  years  and  do  not  indicate  unusual  or  excessive  mortality  from 


any  particular  cause  or  significant  association  with  occuioation  or  environment.

It  ^7as  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  above-named  section  for 
the  comrulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  other  suitable  promises  of  persons  v/no  v/ere 
not  being  praperly  car^d  for  in  their  own  homes.  The  one  case  in  7;hich  it  was 
though  such  action  might  be  considered  v/as  enabled  to  achieve  and  maintain  a 
reasonably  satisfactory"  standard  of  care  and  amenity  v/ith  the  assistance  given  by 
various  official  and  voluntary  domiciliary  social  services. 


Tristan  da  Cunha  Islanders  at  Fendell  Camp. 

Early  in  November  about  270  inhabitants  of  Tristan  da  Cunha  arrived  in 
the  Rural  District  and  were  temporarily  accommodated  at  the  niilitary  camp  at  Fendell. 
The  party  included  64  children,  of  -nhom  nine  v/ere  under  the  age  of  one  year,  and  five 
expectant  mothers. 

The  Camp  was  promptly  visited  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  v;ith  a view  to  cnsuiing  that  proper  hygienic  precautions  were  being 
observed  and  that  any  necessary  medical  or  nursing  help  was  readily  available.  The 
Islanders  already  had  the  attention  of  the  Colonial  Services  Medical  Officer  v/ho  had 
been  7/ith  them  on  the  Island,  and  also  a local  medical  practitioner,  together  with 
an  abundance  of  help  provided  by  local  detjchments  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
and  other  official  and  voluntary  helpers. 

It  v/as  ascertained  that  most  of  the  party  had  been  vaccinated  against 
smallpox,  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  prior  to  their 
arrival  in  this  country.  The  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Medical  Research  Council 
organised  various  medical  investigations,  including  mass  miniature  x-ray  examination, 
v.'hich  disclosed  a very  high  incidence  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  It  v/as  also 
found  that  the  Islanders  had  no  previous  exp- eric  nee  of  influenza  Tyrpes  A and  B and 
consequently,  'vvere  very,  hughly  susceptible  to  it.  It  v/as  accordingly  decided  that 
they  should  be  vaccinr.ted  against  thos>.  Types.  Before  this  could  be  completed, 
however,  several  of  ch^  Islanders  contracted  influenza  v/hich,  in  three  cases,  v/as 
rapidly  fatal  by  respiratory  compjlications.  The  Islanders  were  kept  under  the 

surveillance  of  the  Public  Health  Department  while  they  ramained  in  the  area.

Provision  of  Isolation  Hosyital  Ago onrino d a t i o n . 

The  provision  of  hospital  accornn'iodation  for  the  isolation  and  treataient 
of  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  Patients  from  the  Godstone  Rural  District  are  admitted  to  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Bletchingley,  if  the  required  accommodation 
and  facilities  are  available;  otherwise,  they  are  sent  to  isolation  hospitals 
in  other  parts  of  the  Hospital  Region.  The  disposal  to  different  hospitals 
of  the  cases  notified  during  the  year  7»ras  as  follows 

Godstone  Infectious  Diseases  Plospital  2 cases 

Queen  Mary's  Hospital  for  Children,  Carshalton  2 cases 

Redhill  County  Hospital  2 cases 

Thornton  House,  Redhill  1 case 

Uncomplicated  cases  of  the  commoner  infections,  such  as  measles,  mumps 
and  whooping  cough,  arc  not  usually  accepted,  unless  recoinmended  b^^  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  grounds  that  the  jjatient  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
isolated  and  treated  at  home;  several  such  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital 
during  the  year.

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The  nur.boi  of  cases  of  scarlet  fovei  notified  during  the  year  '.Tas 
exce;;^tionally  lou',  though  it  may  ucll  be  that,  cr.¥ing  to  the  extreme  mildness 
of  the  prevailing  clinical  tyir-e,  several  cases  escaped  detection  and  notification. 

The  same  was  generally  true  of  Y;hoopirg  cough  which,  as  usual,  was 
corefined  to  persons  in  the  younger  age  grouies.  It  was  again  observed  that  the 
coui’se  of  the  illness  was  very  mild  and  of  short  duration,  more  especially  so  in 
patients  who  had  previously  been  protected  by  vaccination. 

Pollowi-ng  the  established  pattern  of  biennial  prevalence,  m^easles  vj-as 
epidemic  in  rhe  first  half  of  the  year,  y/ith  a peak  of  maximun  incidence  in  Hay. 
Children  \inder  school  age  and  those  recently  admitted  to  infants'  departments  were 
chiefly  affected,  though  it  may  be  observed  that  none  Y7as  so  severely  ill  as  to 
require  admission  to  hosjjital.  The  total  mrniber  of  cases  was,  however,  generally 
lower  than  is  usual  in  an  epidemic  year. 

The-  number  of  notified  cases  of  pneumonia  rej)resents  a.  very  substantial 
increase  on  the  corresponding  figure  for  1960,  which  vas  the  loyrest  for  several 
years,  but  is  not  significantly  above  the  average  for  the  preceding  decade.  All 
occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  and  roughly  onc-half  of  the  total  w'ere 
stated  to  be  secondary  to  influenza,  which  was  somev/hat  prevalent  at  that  time. 

It  may  be  noted  that  the  number  of  deaths  ascribed  to  pneumonia  greatly  exceeds 
the  namber  of  cases  notified.  These  figures  arc  not  related,  as  most  of  the 
recorded  deaths  were  from  non- notifiable  tyi;es  of  the  disease.  There  v;-ere,  in 
fact,  only  t./o  deaths  among  the  notified  oases. 

A striking  reduction  in  the  prevalence  of  bacilliary  dysenter)^  was 
referred  to  in  1960  and  v/as  continued  in  1981.  Only  one  case  v/as  reported  in 

the  general  porulation,  the  remaining  tv/enty-tr.'o  being  infected  in  an  explosive 
outbreak  at  the  Lingfield  Hospital  School  in  the  month  of  January.  The 
stringent  precautions  taken  at  the  School  v/ere  largely  effective  in  limiting  the 
extent  of  the  outbreak. 

The  notification  of  malaria  related  to  a patient  who  had  lived  abroad 
for  several  y. ars  and  had  his  first  attack  soon  after  his  arrival  in  this 
country-.  It  was  established  beyond  reasonable  doubt  that  the  infection  had 
been  contracted  abroad. 
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a rise  of 


One  woman  was  reported  to  have  puerperal  pyrexia,  i.e. 
temperature  follo’.dng  coru inemcnt . She  had  been  confined  in  hospital,  where 
she  remained  under  treatment  and  made  a satisfactory  recovery. 

Food  poisoning  oi-ganisms  (salmonella  typhiiuuriura  - phage  type  l)  were 
isolated  froua  young  child  who  was  admitted  to  hospital  v/ith  moderately  severe 
gastro-enteritis . In  the  course  of  routine  investigation  it  w/as  discovered  that 
one  of  his  parents  had  been  similarly  affected  and  that  both  were  at  the  time 
S2^ptomless  excreters  of  the  organism  concerned.  The  infection  in  both  oases  was 
unusually  p.ersistent  and  resisted  several  ooui’ses  of  treatment  by  antibiotics. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that,  for  the  second  year  in  succession,  no 
confirmed  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  recorded  in  the  Rural  District.  One 
susp.ected  case,  with  mild  paralytic  symptoms,  v/a,s  not  confirmed  after  full 
investigation  in  hospital.  It  is  perobable  that  the  present  freedom  from  such 
infection  is  largely,  if  not  entirely,  due  to  the  protection  afforded  by 
vaccination.  Accep-'tance  of  protection  by  this  means  is  likely  to  be  greatly 
encouraged  on  the  introduction  of  oral  vaccine  which  has  been  sho\m,  in  trials, 
to  afford  a very  high  degree  of  immiunity. 

Attention  might  also  be  dravvn  to  the  compjlete  absence  of  other  acute 
infectious  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  for  example,  encep'halitis  meningococcal 
meningitis,  etc.,  and  of  enteric  fever,  which  is  always  a matter  of  grave  concern, 
particularly  in  a rural  community. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Particulars  of  ncsv  cases  of  tul  erculosis  vvhich  came  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year  are  set  out  in  Table  V, 
together  with  an  analysis  of  the  deaths  in  the  area  from  the  disease  during 
the  same  period. 

Ten  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  were  recorded  in  1961,  as 
compared  v;ith  nine  in  1960,  seventeen  in  1959  and  an  average  of  Wenty-two  per 
annum  ii\  the  preceding  ten  years.  The  case  rate  for  the  disease,  namely, 

0.25  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  is  only  slightly  above  that  for  the 
previous  year,  whicVi  was  by  far  the  lowest  yet  observed  in  the  Rural  District. 

No  case  of  non-respirator^^  tuberculosis  v^ras  reported  during  the  year. 

It  is  of  special  interest  to  note  that  no  mortality  r/as  ascribed  by 
the  Registrar-General  to  any  form  of  tuberculosis,  thus  continuing  the  downv/ard 
trend  that  has  been  so  marked  in  recent  years.  According  to  local  records, 
however,  one  resident  of  the  Rural  District  died  from  chronic  respiratory 
tuberculosis,  but  the  death  v/as  not  included  in  official  returns. 

In  addition  to  the  new  cases  notified  for  the  first  time,  there  were 
reports  of  ten  I'reviously  knov/n  cases  of  tuberculosis  who  had  taken  up  residence 
in  the  district  after  being  notified  elsewhere. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  vrere  185  knavm  oases  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
Rural  District,  including  148  (80  males  and  63  females)  in  which  the  lungs  v/ere 
affected  and  37  (l4  males  and  23  females)  v/ith  tuberculosis  of  other  organs. 

The  total  nuraber  represents  a reduction  of  15  on  the  corresponding  figure  for  1960. 
Thirty-six  cases  v/cre  removed  from  the  list  during  the  year;  3 on  death,  7 on 
leaving  the  district,  25  on  complete  recovery  from  the  disease  and  1 on  being 
found,  after  full  investigation,  to  be  non- tuberculous. 

No  special  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1952  (relating  to  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  employed  in  the  milk  trade),  nor  under  Section  172  of  the  Public 
Health  ^xt,  1936  (relating  to  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons 
suffering  from  tuberculosis).

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A llobilc  X-ri:y  Unit  vl.sits  a si'ce  in  Godstone  once  a '.Teel:,  primarily  for  the 
x-iay  examination  of  patients  referred  by  general  practitioners,  but  also  for  members 
of  the  General  Public,  T:ho  may  attend  v/ithout  appointment,  Fo  evidence  of  active 
tuberculosis  of  the  lung  v/as  detected  in  the  464  persons  (297  males  and  167  females) 
thus  examined  in  1961,  but  t-'o  (one  male  and  one  femeile)  vore  found  to  have  lung  cancer. 

T'he  South  E^xst  Surrey  Care  Association,  v/hicii  v/orks  in  close  association  v/ith 
the  local  chest  clinics,  continued  its  activities  on  behalf  of  tuberculous  persons  and 
their  dependants.  Assistance  granted  during  the  year  included  the  sup.ply  of  extra 
nourishment 5 fuel,  bedding,  clothin sick  room  requisites,  etc.,  and  payment  of  fares, 
pocket  money  and  other  incidental  expenses  v/hich  could  not  be  met  f ro  n official  sources. 


Non- notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

Information  relating  to  th-  prevalence  of  non-notifiable  infectious  and 
contagious  diseases  is  necessarily  incomplete,  and  is  obtained  mainly  from  reports 
of  school  absentees,  the  periodic  statoments  of  sickness  claims  submitted  to  the 
local  office  of  the  Mirdstry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance  in  relation  to  insured 
persons  and  the  Registrar's  -./eekly  returns  of  deaths.  Cases  also  come  to  notice  through 
enquiries  by  employers  v/ith  regard  to  quarantine  p^eriods,  'cequosts  for  disinfection, 
casual  cor.munications  by  private  medical  p^ractitioners  and  ap'pjlications  for  domestic 
assistance  under  the  Home  Help.  Scheme. 

The  information  from  these  various  sources  prointed  to  fairly  widespread 
prevalence  of  mild  influenza,  of  short  duration  and  of  very  lev  mortality,  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  At  about  the  seme  time  there  was  a relatively  circuimsoribed 
outbreak  of  m\mps  in  the  Lingfield  and  Pelbridge  areas.  Some  sixty-eight  cases  of 
German  measles  were  reported  about  r.dd~s\rnmer  and  mainly  from  Oxted  and  Lirnpesfield, 
while  thirty-six  reported  cases  of  chicV.en-p'ox  '»7cre  widely  scattered  as  regards  season 
and  locality.  There  v/as  no  knovm  prevalence  of  any  other  non-notifiable  infectious 
illness. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  and  attention  'was  devoted  to  t?ie  ir.vestigation 
of  Cases  of  illness  suspected  to  bs  of  infootious  origin.  These  included  five  cases 
tentatively  diagnosed  as  bacilliary  dysentery,  three  as  acute  infective  gastro- 
enteritis, hvo  as  mcixLngitis,  one  as  paralytic  poliomyelitis  and  one  as  bacterial 
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food  poisoning;  six  of  these  oases  were  adaitted  to  hospital  for  observation. 

The  presence  of  an  infecting  agent  7;as  not  oonfimed  by  laboratory  methods , except 
in  one  case  of  meningitis  \.'hich  v/as  found  to  bo  of  virus  causation. 

The  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Public  Health  Department  was  sought  on 
a nuraber  of  occasions  in  connection  with  spoi'adic  and  localised  outbreaks  of 
infective  tonsillitis  and  eiidemic  vomitin;,  in  some  instances  affecting 
residential  institutions.  The  Inspectors  of  the  Department  assisted ^ where 
necessary,  vsrith  the  collection  of  specimens  to  eiisnre  their  speedy  submission 
to  laboratory  examination. 
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Vaccination  ag;ainst  S:i:all-pox 

Vaccination  against  srriall-pox  is  not  at  present  undertaken  at  the  County 
Council's  Clinics  in  the  area.  Particulars  of  notifications  of  vaccinations

The  number  of  primary  vaccinations  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year, 
though  slightly  greater  than  in  1960,  represents  a very  small  proportion  of  those 
in  the  age  group.  The  figures  again  reflect  the  tendency  of  p)orents  to  postpone 
the  vaccination  of  their  children  until  the  second  or  third  year,  probably  because 
of  the  more  immediate  importance  of  seciiring  early  protection  against  the  more 
common  epidemic  diseases. 

A considerable  nuinber  of  the  re-vaccinations  v;erc  of  persons  who  were 
required  to  produce  certificates  of  recent  vaccination  to  enable  them  to  travel 
abroad.  Such  certificates  must  be  authenticated  by  tiie  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  district  in  which  the  vaccination  was  j,.>erformcd . 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

Immtinisation  against  diphtheria  is  available  through  general  medical 


practitioners  and  at  the  County  Council's  Clinics  in  the  area.  The  nmibcrs  of

In  addition,  reinforcing  doses  of  diphtheria  prophylactic  vrere 
given  to  550  persons,  most  of  whom  were  school  entrants  who  had  completed  a 
course  of  immunisation  three  or  four  years  previously. 

The  foregoing  figures  represent  a substantial  advance  on  those  for 
the  past  three  years,  partly  in  consequence  of  special  visits  to  schools  for  the 
puip'ose  of  givir^  primary  and  reinforcing  injections  to  children  not  already  so 
protected .

The  County  Co\xncil’s  schecie  for  vaccination  against  v/hooping  cough 
is  directed  niainly  to  infants  under  tha  age  of  one  year,  in  whom  the  disease 
is  most  likely  to  bo  fatal  or  followed  by  serious  complications.

Vaccination  against  Tetanus 

Vaccination  against  tetanus  is  available  to  children  vrfiosc  parents 
expressly  msh  them  to  be  so  protected.  Tetanus  vaccine  m-oy  be  given  separately, 
but  is  often  combined  -with  the  agents  used  for  active  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  and  y/hooping  cough,  thus  reducing  the  number  of  inoculations  and 
affording  simultaneous  protection  against  all  three  diseases.  In  accordance 
with  modern  practice, tha  use  of  combined  vaccines  was  suspended  during  the 
sur.imer  months  because  of  their  possible  role  in  provoking  the  onset  of 
poliomye litis.

There  was  no  extension  of  the  groups  eligible  for  vaccination 
against  poliomyelitis,  which  include  persons  betv/een  the  ages  of  six  months 
and  forty  years,  and  certain  priority  classes,  such  as  expectant  mothers, 
medical  laroctitioners  and  their  families,  nurses,  ambulance  p'ersonnel  and 
others  exposed  to  special  risk,.  Third  injections  rrore  offered  to  those 
’.vho  had  had  their  second  injections  not  less  than  seven  months  previously 
and,  in  April,  fourth  injections  became  available  for  children  betiftoen 
the  ages  of  five  and  t-vTelve  years;  these  had  later  to  be  auspended  because 
of  shortage  of  vaccine.

Immune  seruu  is  available  through  the  Public  Health  Departraent 
for  the  total  or  partial  immunisation  of  susceptible  measles  contacts. 

No  request  for  soruru  w^s  received  during  the  year. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

The  County  Council's  arrangements  for  routine  B.C.G-.  vaccination 
against  tuberculosis  extend  to  thirteen- year-old  pupils  at  County  Council 
and  independent  schools,  and  also  to  som.e  older  xmpils  and  students  at 
County  Col].cges  and  other  establishments  for  further  education.  Subject  to  the 
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consent  of  their  parents,  persons  in  these  groups  arc  skin  tested  to  ascertain 
if  they  have  already  had  a primary  tuberculous  infection,  and  those  giving  a 
negative  result  are  offered  B.C.G-.  vaccination. 

The  results  of  testing  conducted  at  ten  senior  schools  in  the 
Rur^l  District  in  1961  are  briefly  summarised  as  follows

Seventy-one  pupils  not  in  the  prescribed  age  groups  v^rere  also 
tested  and,  of  these,  sixty-six  were  negative  reactors  and  were  successfully 
vaccinated. 

’Thile  the  primary  purj^ose  of  the  scheme  is  the  ascertainment 
and  vaccination  of  children  v/ho  had  not  already  had  a primary  infection,  it 
is  the  usual  practice  to  arrange,  where  possible,  for  x-ray  examination  of 
positive  reactors  to  exclude  the  possibility  of  active  infection.  No 
unfavourable  x-ray  findings  were  reiorted  during  the  year. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  conduct  a special  investigation  at  any 
school  or  college  in  the  Rural  District  in  1961,  because  of  the  discovery  of 
a case  of  tuberculosis  amongst  pupils  or  teaching  staff. 


Protection  against  other  diseases 

Prophylactic  inoculation  against  other  infectious  diseases,  such 
as  cholera,  ycllovx  fever,  etc.,  is  necessary  in  the  case  of  persons  proposing 
to  visit  foreign  countries  where  these  diseases  are  endemic,  and  is  usually 
undertaken  at  specified  centres.

\{±th  the  exGC-ptioa  of  the  Parish  of  Tatsfielcl,  r/hioh  obtains  its  water  from 
the  Mstro};olitan  Pater  Board,  and  part  of  the  Parish  of  Titsey,  whore  some  twenty- 
f)ur  d^./elling-houses  have  a filtered  and  piped  suj_ply  from  a privately  .^,/ned  doep-bore 
well,  the  ■'.'hole  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  by  the  Sast  Surrey  Water  Company. 

In  parts  of  the  Parish  of  Oxted,  the  Pai’ish  of  Ldr.rpsfield  and  the  parts  of  Tatsfield 
suppPied  by  the  Company,  the  T/ater  is  derived  from  the  lo'.ici’  greensand,  and  elsewhere 
from  deep  borings  in  the  chalk;  the  v/ater  from  both  sources  is  chlorinated  and  de- 
chlorinatcd  before  distribution  to  consumers. 

The  supplies  from  the  public  water  mains  were  adequate  in  quantity 
throughout  the  year.  The  quality  of  the  water,  as  revealed  by  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination  at  regular  intervals,  -pas  invariably  re]?orted  to  be 
satisfactory.  No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  cont...raination. 

Sai'flples  of  the  v/eter  before  .^nd  after  treatment  are  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  under  private  arrangements  made  by  the  Water  Companies 
concerned.  In  addition,  saunples  of  the  treated  v.'oter  are  examined  chemically  and/or 
bactcriologically  about  forty  times  a year,  under  a rota  system  arrc.nged  by  the 
iledical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  districts  supplied  by  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company. 

The  numbers  of  samples  taken  v/ithin  the  Rural  District  during  the  year  were: 
15  from  the  East  Surrey  '.'.'atcr  Company/,  5 from  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  supply  and 
5 from  the  private  -.veil  on  the  Titsey  Estate;  all  were  reported  'co  be  of  satisfactory 
chemical  and  bacterial  quality.  Pour  samples  were  taken  from  tv/o  private  sources  of 
supply;  all  '.i^ere  reported  to  be  of  ijoor  bacterial  quality. 

Supplies  from*  rain-water  tanks  are  confined  to  out- lying  dwellings  in  the 
Parish  of  Tatsfield  and  not  infrequently  fail  comijlctely  after  prolonged  periods  of 
drj''  7/eather.  In  such  circumstances  additional  supplies  of  -.'ater  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purT./Oses  can  be  obtained  from  the  Metropolitan  Board  on  pa^^mient  of  the 
transport  costs.  Three  householders  in  Tatsfield  requested  additional  supplies  in 
the  early  Spring,  'in  addition  to  five  others  v/ho  are  supplied  quarterly  under  contract 
arrangem*ents . 

The  estim.ated  number  of  dwellinghouses  in  each  parish  supplied  from  the 
public  water  mains  (direct  to  houses  and  by  means  of  stand-pap.^e) , wells  and  rain- 
water tanks  sro  set  out  in  Table  TV.  The  pojulation  supplied  under  each  heading  is 
shown  in  brackets.  As  compared  with  1960  there  was  a sm.all  reduction  in  the  humber 
of  d'vcllinghouses  v.dth  water  from  stand-pipes  and  rain-water  tanVis.  It  should  be 

acted  -iihat  the  stand-pipes  rof erred  to  in  Table  TV  do  not  include  those  provided  on 
approved  caravan  sites. 
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Apart  from  installations  serving  small  groups  of  dwellings, 
there  are  nine  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Rural  District  which 
receive  sew/age  for  treatment  from  the  surrounding  areas.  Other 
dv/elliags  rely  on  cesspool  or  septic  tank/filter-bed  systems  of 
drainage  disposal. 

The  public  sewers  were  extended  in  several  parts  of  the  District 
to  allov;  connection  thereto  of  93,  including  14  previously  draining  to 
cesspools. 

Construction  of  the  new  sev/cr  and  sevvage  dis  osal  works  at 
Felbridge  made  good  progress  duriag  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
new  works  will  be  in  operation  early  in  1962.

The  inspection  and  issue  of  certificates  as  to  the-  adequacy  of  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire  become  the  responsibility  of  tlie  Surrey  County  Council, 

It  had  been  felt  for  a long  time  that  the  fire  service  should  have  more 
responsibility  in  regard  to  the  precautions  and  equipment  required  in  the  event  of  fire 
and  as  a logical  outco'ne  of  this  the  necessary  amendments  to  the  ivCt  have  nov/  been 
made.  Under  modern  factory  conditions  with  the  use  of  new  materials  fire  hazards 
have  become  very  much  grCcjter.  It  is  obvious  that  there  are  many  advantages  in 
the  new  arrangement  and  it  must  load  to  better  apx^re elation  by  the  factory  ormers 
of  their  responsibilities.  The  office  records  were  handed  over  to  the  fire  service 
but  we  shall,  of  course,  continue  to  oo-operate  in  every  way  p^ossible  with  them. 
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RE5'USS  COLi.EGTION 


During  the  ycor  the  amount  of  refuse  oollcoted  anu  disposed  of  amounted  to 
hotv/ecn  50,000  and  55,000  cubic  yards,  mostly  consisting  of  paper,  cardboard,  tins 
and  bottles.  The  gradual  incrcoso  in  this  ty'pe  of  material  over  ash  content  has 
again  been  iiost  marked  due  undoubtedly  to  the  voider  use  of  electricity,  gas,  and  fuel 

oil  for  heating  purposes.  This  means  in  practice  that  the  refuse  is  very  bulky  and 

is  mor’e  difficult  to  dispose  of  than  where  there  was  a laige  ash  and  clinker  content 
as  in  pre-war  years.  The  consolidation  of  such  rubbish  is  also  more  difficult  and 
far  more  covering  material  is  required  in  order  to  present  a satisfactory  finished 
surface.  The  baling  and  disposal  of  wastepaper  for  salvage  purj^oses  has  been  very 
much  curtailed  during  the  year  following  the  reduction  in  the  demand  by  the  Board  Mill 
and  it  would  appear  that  the  demand  is  likely  to  fall  even  more  during  the  next  twelve 
months.  This  moans  of  course  that  the  tip  content  contains  even  more  paper  and  apart 
from  the  difficulty  of  consolidation  there  is  also  a very  high  fire  hazara.  VThon 
tipping  has  to  be  done  in  high  v/inds  the  paper  scatters  over  a wide  area  and  this 

means  labom:  has  to  be  used  to  collect  up  the  scattered  refuse.  All  refuse  is  taken 

to  Taylors  Kill  Sc^nidpit,  G-odstonc,  ano  th..  tipping  area  is  no.v  becoming  restricted 
and  therefore  an  alternative  tipping  site  has  been  selected  and  v/ill,  we  hope,  be 
brought  into  operation  as  soon  as  this  becomes  necessary,.  The  new  tip  has  very  great 
potential  capacity  provided  that  suitable  mechanical  aid  is  used.  A track  vehicle  is 
absolutely  essential  in  order  to  bo  able  to  make  the  most  of  the  unlimited  covering 
material  and  also  in  preparing  the  site  for  tipping  as  the  7;ork  progresses.  The 
existing  Chascside  mechanical  shovel  vliich  has  been  in  use  for  eleven  years  is  nov/ 
inadequate  to  deal  with  the  amount  of  refuse  being  brought  into  the  tip  and  it  must  be 
rcmemberec  that  this  machine  has  only  a half  yard  bucket  capacity  and  also  that  being  a 
tyred  vehicle  it  has  many  disadvantages  particularly  in  bad  -."cathcr  when  it  ruCs  the 
surface  very  badly  and  makes  it  very  difficult  for  tho  vehicles  to  reach  the  tip  face. 
Another  important  consideration  to  be  taken  into  account  is  xhc  fact  that  the  mainten- 
ance of  a good  approach  road  is  obviously  essential  if  serious  damage  to  the  vehicles 
is  to  be  avoided.  This  can  only  bo  done  by  the  use  of  a suitable  machine. 

The  importance  of  proper  tip  maintenance  and  this  means  in  effect  the  proper 
consolidation  and  covering  by  refuse  deq-osited  day  by  day  must  be  given  very  careful 
consideration,  it  is  in  some  respects  the  most  important  aspect  of  refuse  collection. 
Kany  troubles  and  difficulties  can  arise  on  a badly  run  tip  in  the  form  of  insect  and 
pest  infestations  through  the  lack  of  adequate  covering,  etc,,  and  therefore  if  the 
^or^,c  is  to  progress  satisfy. ctorily  the  use  of  up-to-date  machinery  is  a wise  investment.

The  businesses  are  mainly  concerned  with  the  sale  of 
budgerigars  and  the  conduct  of  the  premises  is  satisfactory  in  every  v;ay  and  no 
official  action  was  necessary.

The  Fireguards  Act  which  was  introduced  at  a time  v/hen  serious  accidents 
had  arisen  from  the  unguarded  condition  of  fires,  particularly  some  gas  and 
electric  models  and  for  a time  types  v;ith  unsuitable  guards  were  on  th.-  marUet  but 
the  general  practice  today  is  for  manufacturers  introducing  a new  model  to  make  sure 
that  it  does  in  fact  comply  v/ith  the  rcciuircmcnts  of  the  Fireguards  ^^ct.  It  is 
unlikely  that  any  apparatus  will  bo  put  on  sale  to  which  exception  can  be  taken, 
hov/evor,  an  occasional  inspection  of  goods  on  sale  in  the  various  shops  is  under- 
taken because  there  is  always  the  possibility  that  an  error  could  be  mode  by  a 
manufacturer.

The  amount  of  inspection  and  general  supoimrision  of  existing  installations 
is  increasing  due  to  the  fact  that  most  garages  arc  renewing  all  their  existing 
storage  tanks  '.’rith  ones  of  a much  larger  capacity  and  this  gives  rise  to  the 
necessity  for  th^  closest  supervision  of  what  is  going  on  in  order  to  ensure  that 
proper  safety  precautions  are  t^iken  v/hen  dealing  v/ith  the  old  tanks  and  also  during 
the  installation  of  new  ones.  It  v/ill  be  seen  that  the  number  of  visits  made  for 
this  pxrrposG  has  again  increased.  The  type  of  hazards  which  can  affect  a 
petroleum  installction  are  continually  being  brought  to  light  and  one  interesting 
cxariiple  of  this  arose  when  a fire  was  started  by  the  ignition  of  vapour  from  a 
petroleum  storage  tank  ventilator  by  the  ringing  of  an  outside  v/all  typ/c  telephone 
bell  where  a small  spork  was  generated  across  the  contacts.  This  I think 
illustrates  hov/  careful  the  siting  and  installation  must  be.

During  the  year  the  nurnher  of  cessjjools  cmiotied  and  loads  removed  again 
sho  'ed  a considerable  increase  over  previous  years.  The  actual  figures  during 
1961  were  as  follov/s:-  the  number  of  cesspools  cleansed  4,305  viiich  involved 
the  removal  and  disposal  of  6,509  loads.  This  represents  a gallonagc  of  4,881,750. 
y7c  had  to  usv.  the  full-time  services  of  a contractor  uho  provides  three  vehicles, 
plus  our  o'.vn  b^vo  vehicles,  and  for  a time  ve  also  employed  a vehicle  from  Southern 
Counties  Cleansing  Services  Ltd.  One  of  the  big  disadvantages  and  a reason  for 
the  comparatively  high  cost  of  this  v/ork  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a large  road 
mileage  has  to  bo  covered  beb.vc-en  the  cesspool  and  the  point  of  disposal  and  this 
not  only  increases  the  cost  but  also  seriously  cuts  dov/n  the  number  of  cesspools 
v/hich  can  be  cleansed  in  a day.  With  the  progress  being  raade  at  Pelbridgc  with 
the  new  sewage  disposal  .orks  it  is  hoped  that  when  this  is  comp)leted  a certain 
am.ou.nt  of  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  may  be  effected  at  these  vrorks  and  thus  cut 
to  a certain  extent  some  of  the  mileage  involved  at  present  in  taking  the  cesspool 
contents  to  Lingfield  sc’/vage  disposal  ’.rarks.  One  of  the  cesspool  vehicles  is  now 
11  years'  old  ano  a replacement  has  been  placed  on  order  for  delivery  at  the  end  of 
the  financial  year.  The  disposal  of  the  old  vehicle  which  is  still  capable  of 
some  service  is  under  consideration.  In  the  past  very  small  offers  hav..  been  received 
for  such  a vehicle  and  the  possible  retention  of  this  emptier  as  an  auxiliary  is  a 
possibility.  It  may  well  be  th..t  by  using  this  as  a third  vehicle  some  of  the  hiring 
charges  could  be  reduced.

The  lack  of  refrigerating  facilities  'was  again  felt  and  it  is 
th..refore  of  some  satisfaction  to  know  that  the  alteration  to  the  existing  Mortuary 
has  been  accepted  in  principle  and  th^t  the  proposal  now  being  considered  will 
include  additional  facilities  for  postmortem  and  will  provide  the  very  necessary 
refrigerated  storage.  iit  the  momonl;  although  the  Mortuary  requires  redecoration 


this  is  not  likely  to  be  carried  out  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  reconstruction 
of  the  whole  premises  may  soon  be  put  in  hand.  During  the  year  the  Mortuary  Keeper 
did  his  best  to  k.-ep  the  premises  in  reasonable  condition  under  considerable 
difficu.lties.

(a)  MIU^  SUPILY 

The  Godstone  Rural  District  is  a designated  area  and  therefore  oil  the  dairy  herds  are 

« 

subject  to  the  Tuberculin  Test  by  the  Ministry'  of  agriculture.  Fisheries  & Pood  Veterinary 
Offxccrs,  ■/.:  have  four  dairy  lercmises  registered  in  the  district  exclusive  of  dair/  f arras, 
dh  re  arc  -irro  i-r-steuiising  plants  licensed  by  the  Sn  rey  County  Council  which  are  visited  at 
rcj,ul.-.r  intorvals  and  saiirples  token  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  as  a check  to  see  that 
the  iTiilk  is  jropcrly  pasteurised. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  from  the  pasteurising  establishment  and  from  schools  and  other 
premises  arc  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Brighton  for  thi.  necessary  methylene 
blue  and  phosphatase  test  and  this  is  the  main  check  on  the  condition  of  the  milk  consumed 
by  the  public  and  provides  evidence  of  compliance  or  othc,rvise  of  the  heat  treatment 
regulations.  A failure  of  either  of  tho  tests  mentioned  is  irmuediately  investigated  and  an 
intensive  inspection  is  made  and  if  necessary  further  sampales  arc  taken  in  an  effort  to  track 
don  the  cause  of  the  trouble.  The  usual  cause  of  failure  in  the  case  of  the  phosphatase  test 

I 

13  generally  due  ro  citlnr  a faulty  recording  thermometer  or  failuic  to  hold  the  milk  for  the 
proscribed  time.  The  methylene  blue  test  is  an  indiCciebion  of  the  amount  of  bacterial 
activity  in  the  milk  and  failure  may  often  be  traced  to  insufficient  sterilization  of  the 
bottle  or  possibly  to  the  milk  being  sent  for  testing  when  the  shade  temiperature  has  risen  above 
the  pornittod  range  during  transit  to  th>.-  laboratory.  One  of  th^:  p)astcurising  establishments 
'Vi3s  recently  installed  high  temp:)erature  short  time  pasteurisation  and  this  is  in  many  way^’s  more 
efficient  than  the  Holder  process.  The  temperature  range  in  the  Holder  process  is  145°-  150°P 
and  the  milk  has  to  be  held  for  30  minutes  at  this  temperature.  In  the  case  of  the  high 
tnips^rature  short  time  the  milk  is  passed  in  a fine  stream  tbirough  a heated  section  v/here  the 
Icaperature  range  is  165°-  170°P  for  15  seconds. 

\7c  have  some  20  suppliers  in  the  district  of  ra'.;  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  samples  are 
taken  and  submitted  for  biological  examination  on  an  average  of  four  times  per  year.  The  object 
01  this  sampling  is  to  make  sure  that  there  is  no  tubercle  bacilli  and  also  that  there  is  no 
live  brucella  abortus.  Prom  time  to  time  samples , show  a positive  reaction  to  B. abortus  and  on 
ii'-vesti^ation  the  cause  of  this  is  usually  due  to  vaccination  of  herds  and  it  is  rare  for  the 
live  organism  to  be  isolated.  If,  havever,  the  live  organism  is  found  the  Medical  Officer  of 
^altu  may,  if  voluntary  arrangements  caniiot  be  made  s.^tisf actorily,  require  pasteurisation  of 
milk  3U;;^ly  until  such  time  as  the  offending  animal  has  been  isolated.  School  milk 
supplies  arc  sampled  at  regular  intervals  and  on  the  whole  a high  standard  has  been  maintained 
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daring  the  year.  From  time  to  time  complaints  of  a more  trivial  nature  are  made; 
nevertheless  an  immediate  investigation  is  carried  out.  On  occasions  a more  serious 
matter  can  arise  ano  this  is  usually  due  to  an  accident  in  handling  rather  than  any 
delioerate  intention  to  defraud.

LiiBOrOiTORY  FACILITIES 

The  samples  of  milk,  v/ater,  food  and  pathological  sp/ecimens  are  all  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Brighton,  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Jameson, 
the  Director  of  the  Laboratory  and  v;e  have  had  and  continue  to  enjoy  considerable 
help  and  co-operation  from  Dr.  Jameson  and  his  staff  a h this  is  very  gratefully 
acknowledged,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Brighton  Laboratory  deals 
mainly  -with  the  local  authorities  in  the  Brighton  area  rather  than  from  authorities 
as  far  afield  as  Godstone.  The  present  arrangement  means  that  v/e  can  put  specimens 
and  samples  on  the  morning  train  and  these  are  received  into  the  Laboratory  by 
2.30  p.m.  the  same  day.  Occasionally  v/ith  important  pathological  specimens  it  is 
not  alv/'ays  possible  to  obtain  the  specimens  sufficiently  early  to  be  able  to  put 
them  on  rail  in  time  for  the  Laboratory  and  such  specimens  must  then  be  taken 
direct  to  the  Laboratory  by  road.

Some  forty-tv/o  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises  and  eighty-eight 
visits  v/ere  also  made  for  the  inspection  of  food  for  voluntary  surrender. 

In  the  main  most  shOj^.keepers  are  very  cooperative  and  do  what  they  can 
to  ensiire  that  their  staff  comply  -uith  the  various  regulations  and  requirements 
of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  ^ct  but  there  are  of  course  some  who  either  through 
ignorance  or  indifference  are  not  so  co-operative  and  with  the  growing  nwnber 
of  shops  in  the  rural  district ^particularly  food  premises,  there  is  almost 
enough  work  for  a wholetime  inspector  if  proper  supervision  is  to  be  undertaken. 
At  the  moment  inspections  are  made  whenever  practicable.  It  is  not  aPvays 
possible  to  leave  other  duties  for  this  purpose  and  therefore  the  amount  of  time 
given  to  this  work  is  of  necessity  rather  limited.

ICE  CREAII 

Saiiipling  was  not  undertaken  of  any  ice-cream  dviring  the  year. 

The  reason  for  this  being  that  other  more  urban  areas  undertake  regular 
sampling  of  all  the  Y^ell-known  makes  and  where  any  authority  taking  a sample  and 
finding  it  to  be  unsatisfactory  the  information  is  passed  to  all  the  Surrey 
authorities  and  in  this  way  the  expense  of  duplicating  sauipling  is  avoided. 
Another  advantage  is  that  where  the  actual  manufacture  is  carried  out  sampling 
is  done  at  source.  Local  sampling  vrould  be  undertaken  if  this  was  ever  though 
to  be  necessary. 
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SLrJJGKTEHiOUSES 

There  are  nov/  five  licensed  slaughterhouses  v>rithin  the  G-odstone  Rural 
District  and  in  regular  use.  During  the  course  of  the  year  evenir^g  and  v/eek~end 
v/ork  had  to  be  undertaken  in  order  to  maintain  lOO/o  insreotion  of  all  carcases  and 
this  involved  making  775  visits  and  a total  of  5,154-  carcases  were  inspected.  All 
slaughtering  is  carried  out  diiring  the  early  or  late  evenirig  in  the  majority  of 
cases  and  sometimes  Saturday  afternoons  and  Sundays  are  also  included.  This  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  employraent  of  casual  labour  in  the  slaughterhouses.  Nunbers 
of  animals  are  slaughtered  for  the  v/holesalc  market  and  these  are  normally  removed 
very  early  the  following  morning  v/hich  again  means  that  evening  inspections  must  be 
made.  The  general  co-operation  which  we  obtain  from  the  butchers  is  very  good. 

During  the  year  work  Y/as  started  on  one  of  these  slaughterhouses  to  bring  it  uj.-  to 
the  standard  required  under  the  new  legislation  and  before  the  appointed  day  on  the 
1st  January,  1963,  and  also  two  others  are  in  the  course  of  preparing  j)lans  for 
approval.  All  slaughterhouses  will  of  course  have  to  complete  their  reconstruction 
and  improvement  before  the  appointed  day  otherwise  the  issue  of  further  licences 
will  not  be  made.  Some  mention  must  be  made  of  the  disposal  of  condemned  meat. 

This  can  roughly  be  divided  into  two  types;-  1.  condemnation  due  to  pathological 
change.  2.  condemnation  due  to  disease. 

In  the  first  case  the  disposal  of  tlie  meat  or  carcase  is  allowed  through 
the  fat  merchants  after  staining  but  in  the  case  of  condeimation  through  disease  this 
meat  or  carcase  is  heavily  disinfected  and  either  disposed  of  by  incineration  or 
burial  in  lime.  In  this  way  it  is  felt  that  a potentially  dangerous  material  is 
prevented  from  getting  into  the  wrong  hands.  There  is  one  licensed  Knacker's  yard 
in  the  Relbridge  area  and  in  the  main  the  premises  are  run  satisfactorily.  The 
amount  of  use  to  which  this  Knacker's  yard  is  put  is  considerably  less  than  in 
previous  years  and  I think  one  m.ust  credit  this  to  the  improved  veterinary  supervision 
which  has  been  given  to  faria  stock  and  also  to  the  more  enlightened  outlook  of  the 
fanner  himself  in  calling  in  veterinary  help  at  an  early  stsige.  An  outcome  of  this 
supervision  is  that  the  scheme  for  eradication  of  tuberculosis  has  been  very 
successful  and  a dramatic  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  slaughter- 
house. The  practice  of  keeping  cattle  until  they  reached  an  advanced  age  also 
seems  to  have  become  a rarity.  The  G-odstone  Rural  District  of  course  is  in  a 
designated  area  and  therefore  naturally  enough  this  has  also  had  a very  great 
influence  on  th  health  of  the  cattle  in  the  district.

The  annual  return  mode  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Pood 
also  shovvs  the  -,vork  done  by  the  Eodent  Operator  during  the  year  1981.  It  will 
be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  infestations  of  rats  and  inicc  shows  a rise  over- 
last  year  and  also  that  the  major  infestations  re-main  at  a satisfactorily  low 
level.  In  oontrolli-ng  the  rat  population  of  the  district  it  is  most  important 
that  constant  vigilance  of  potential  source  of  infestations  is  maintained  and  -with 
this  end  in  view  the  se-wage  disj-josal  works  and  the  refuse  tip  are  regularly  visited 
and  any  indication  of  infestation  is  dealt  with  without  delay  before  a serious 
infestation  can  be  built  up.  The  domestic  infestations  still  show  that  houscholoers 
con  be  careless  in  the  way  they  keep  poultry  and  other  domestic  onimals  and  the 
scattering  of  food  to  chickens  for  inst<jnco  larovides  a most  attractive  source  of  food 
for  rats.  another  great  attraction  is  tVie  indcscrirninate  throwing  of  bread  into  the 
garden  for  birds  and  this  can  be  avoided  by  using  a suitsbl:  bird  table  -which  v/ouid 
prevent  the  rat  from  getting  access  to  the  food.  The  proper  protection  of  all  food 
stuffs  whether  for  aiii-mal  or  human  consummation  is  of  vital  importance  and  too  often 
this  is  n^glcotcd  by  owners  of  promises. 

The  regular  testing  of  sewers  \ras  oarx'ied  out  until  recently  but  the  Ministry 
considered  this  would  not  be  necessary  for  the  year  under  revie-'.v  but  that  the  tests 
should  resume  in  1962.  Convalescent  Homes  and  other  serfd. -public  buildings  either  run 
privately  or  run  by  the  Suu.'’rcy  County  Council  are  visited  regularly  and  in  the  case  of 
the  Surrey  County  Co-unoil  v/e  have  an  arrei-igcment  -whereby  any  treatment  is  oarried  out 
for  rat,  mouse  or  fly  infestations  at  an  agreed  cost.  Schools  and  school  canteens  are 
also  dealt  with  in  a similar  way. 

The  destruction  of  waspi  nests  and  wild  bee  s-v/arras  has  increased  .in  recent  years 
and  in  accordance  with  the  Council's  instructions  the  charge  of  lO/-  per  nest  is  levied 
for  tills  v/ork.  The  Rodent  Operator  has  usuoll}'  to  carry  out  the  work  in  the  evenings 
partly  because  this  is  the  best  time  to  deal  with  them,  and  secondly  because  during  the 
day  he  is  fully  employed  on  his  normal  duties.  In  the  -main  this  is  a useful  servioc 
because  more  often  than  not  v;asp  nests  are  sited  either  in  -!;he  roof  spaoc  or  '.well  under 
the  eaves  and  it  presents  a considerable  hazard  \without  suitable  equipment  in  the  case 
of  elderly  householders.
